Mitchell charged that

planes had dropped only sand bags 
instead of real bombs in scrapping 
the ship. 
“ I think it is time for the true 
story of the sinking of the Wash 
ington to be told.” the young air 
general began. 
“ There, were no bombs whatever 
used on her. 
There 
were 
some 
charges let down in the 
water. 
They showed nothing new what­ 
ever. 
“ They were exploded on 
three 
different 
days. 
And 
altogether 
there were only three 1000 pound 
bomb exploded. That w as all the 
explosion that took place around 
the Washington, except two hund­ 
red pound charges set off in con­ 
tact with the hull. 
“ The airplanes dropped sand hags 
on her deck. These showed that the 
deck could be pierced. 
“ No airplane bombs were drop­ 
ped. 
"The 1,000 pound charges were 
set so far away from the hull they 
couldn’t do any damage. 
“ Then there were 17 shots fired 
at her from 2,500 yards and scored 
14 hits. Then she sank. If they had 
let us drop real bombs on her we 
would have demolished her 
im ­ 
mediately. 
M itchell scoffed at the announce­ 
ment that two naval officers 
had 
stood on the decks of the 
W ash ­ 
ington while the air fleet dropped 
explosives. 
“ In the first place, there wasn’t 
anyone on the ship, and in the 
second place, no explosives 
were 
dropped,” he said. “ If 
they 
had
